Materials 

• Berroco Vintage (worsted 

weight; 50% acrylic/40% medh 
wool/1 0% nylon; 2 1 7 
yds/1 OOg per hank): 3 hanks 
mochi #5101 (A), 2 hanks each 
emerald #5129 (B) and clary 
#51103 (C) 



• Size 9 (5.5mm) straight and 29-inch 

(or longer) circular needles or 
size needed to obtain gauge 

• Stitch markers 



Gauge 

1 6 sts and 32 rows = 4 inches/1 0cm in 
garter st. 

To save time, take time to check gauge. 

Pattern Notes 

This afghan is composed of four blocks, 
numbered 1 -4. Instructions are given 
for the Block 1 , with instructions for 
Blocks 2-4 in parentheses. 

Each block is worked log-cabin style. 
First, a center square is knit. Then a 



contrasting-color border is knit on 
by rotating the piece 90 degrees 
clockwise and picking up stitches 
along an edge. When picking up 
stitches, do not pick up in the first 
ridge — the loop left on the needle 
after binding off is for that ridge. 

Finished blocks are joined with a 
3-needle bind-off. 

The afghan is edged with l-cord. 

Afghan 

Block 1 (2, 3, 4) 

Center Square 1 (2, 3, 4) 

With A (A, B, C), cast on 24 sts. 

Knit 48 rows. 

Bind off all sts. 

Borders 

With RS facing and using B (C, A, A), 
pick up and knit 23 sts along right 
edge of center square, 1 st for each 
ridge — 24 sts. 

Knit 48 rows. 

Bind off all sts, but leave last loop on 
RH needle. 

Rotate piece 90 degrees. 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 23 sts 
along side edge of the Just-complet- 
ed section and 24 sts along cast-on 
edge of center square — 48 sts. 



Knit 48 rows. 

Bind off all sts, but leave last loop on 
RH needle. 

Rotate piece 90 degrees. 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 23 sts 
along side edge of the just-complet- 
ed section and 24 sts along side of 
center square — 48 sts. 

Knit 48 rows. 

Bind off all sts, but leave last loop on 
RH needle. 

Rotate piece 90 degrees. 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 23 sts 
along side edge of the just-complet- 
ed section, 24 sts along bound-off 
edge of center square and 24 sts 
along side of previously worked sec- 
tion — 72 sts. 

Knit 48 rows. 

Place all sts on holder. 



Pick up 1 stitch for each 
garter stitch ridge along side 
edges and 1 stitch in each 
stitch of a cast-on or bound- 
off row. 
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Assembly 

See Assembly Diagram for placement 
of Blocks 1-4. 

With RS tog, join live sts of Blocks 1 
and 3 using 3-needle bind-off (see 
page 143). 

Join Blocks 2 and 4 in same manner. 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 144 
sts along 1 long edge of each strip. 

With RS tog, join strips using 3-needle 
bind-off. 

Edging 

With RS facing and using B, pick up 
and knit 72 sts along top edge of 
Block 3, pm; pick up and knit 1 st in 
corner, pm; pick up and knit 72 sts 
along side edge of Block 3. Cut B. 

With A, pick up and knit 72 sts along 
side edge of Block 2, pm, pick up 
and knit 1 st in corner, pm, pick up 
and knit 72 sts along bottom edge 
of Block 2. Cut A. 

With C, pick up and knit 72 sts along 
bottom edge of Block 4, pm, pick up 
and knit 1 st in corner, pm, pick up 
and knit 72 sts along side edge of 
Block 4. Cut C. 

With A, pick up and knit 72 sts along 
side edge of Block 1 , pm, pick up 
and knit 1 st in corner, pm, pick up 
and knit 72 sts along top edge of 
Block 1. Cut A. 

Starting at Block 3 and working 
around piece, bind off all sts using 
l-cord bind-off as follows: 

With B, cast 3 sts onto LH needle; 

*k2, ssk (joining last l-cord st with 
picked-up st), si 3 back to LH needle; 
rep from * to marker. Work 1 unat- 
tached l-cord row before and after 
each corner as follows: k3, si 3 back 
to LH needle; k2, ssk, si 3 back to LH 
needle, k3, si 3 back to LH needle; 
rep from * until all Block 3 picked-up 
sts have been bound off. 

Change to A and work along edge of 
Block 2 In same manner. 

Change to C and work along edge of 
Block 4 in same manner. 

Change to A and work along edge of 
Block 1 In same manner. 

Graft last 3 l-cord sts to first 3 
l-cord sts. 

Weave in all ends. ■

l-Cord Bind-Off 

On last row, work l-cord bind-off 
across the top as follows: 

Cast on 4 stitches (provisionally, if 
you're going to want to graft ends of 
l-cord together). 

Slip the 4 stitches to LH needle. 

Row 1: K3, si 1 st kwise, knit 1 st from 
main fabric, pass slipped st over (or 
ssk the 2 sts tog). DO NOTTURN. Slip 
the 4 l-cord sts back to RH needle. 

Rep Row 1 until all sts on main fabric 
are bound-off. 

Turn Corner 

Work 3 rows of unattached l-cord as 
follows: *K4, do not turn, slip l-cord 
sts back to RH needle; rep from * 
twice more. 

Applied l-Cord 

*K3, si 1 kwise, pick up (but do not 
knit) 1 st from side edge, pass 
slipped st over picked-up st (or ssk 
the 2 sts tog). DO NOTTURN. Slip the 
4 l-Cord sts back to RH needle. Rep 
from * to next corner. ■ 
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Split Rail

Note: A chart Is provided for those prefer- 
ring to work Leaf Panel pat from a chart. 

Row 1 (RS): K8. 

Row 2 and all WS rows: P8. 




Row 3: K3, pi, k4. 

Row 5: K2, p2, k4. 

Row 7: K1, p3, k4. 

Rows 9 and 1 1 : P4, k4. 
Row 13: P3,k1,p1,k3. 
Row 15: [P2, k2] twice. 
Row 17: PI, k3, p3, k1. 
Rows 1 9 and 21 : K4, p4. 
Row 23: K3, p1,k1,p3. 
Row 25: [K2, p2] twice. 
Row27:K1,p3, k3,p1. 
Row 28: P8. 



Rows 29-68: Rep [Rows 9-28] twice 
more. 

Rows 69 and 71: P4, k4. 

Row 73: P3, k5. 

Row 75: P2, k6. 

Rows 77 and 79:P1,k7. 

Row 80: P8. 

Pattern Note 

Exact row gauge is not critical for Texture 
pattern. Each block should measure 
approximately 12 inches long. The 
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row count may differ slightly on each 
pattern, so ease work to line up blocks 
evenly when seaming together. 

Throw 

Side Panels 

Make 2 

Block 1 

With A, cast on 53 sts. 

Work 6 rows in St st. 

Work in Texture pat until piece mea- 
sures approx 12 inches, ending with 
a WS row (preferably Row 4, 6, 1 0 or 
1 2). Make a note of number of rows 
worked. Cut A. 

Block 2 

Join B; 

Row 1: Knit. 

Row 2 and all WS rows: Purl. 

Row 3 (set-up): K6, [pm, work Row 3 of 
8-st Leaf Panel, pm, k4] 3 times, work 
8-st Leaf Panel, k3. 

Rows 4-80: Maintaining edge sts and 
sts between panels in St st, com- 
plete 80-row Leaf Panel. 

Cut B. 

Blocks 

Join A; work same number of rows in St 
st as were worked at end of Block 1 . 

Continue in Texture pat until Block 2 
measures approx 1 2 inches, ending 
with 6 rows of St st. 

Bind off. 

Center Panel 

Block 1 

With B, cast on 53 sts. 

Work as for Block 2 of Side Panel. Cut B. 

Block 2 

With A, work as for Block 1 of Side 
Panel. Cut A. 

Blocks 

With B, work as for Block 2 of Side 
Panel. 

Bind off. 

Finishing 

Orient each panel so that Leaf Panel 
sections are all facing the same 
direction. 




With RS facing and using A, sew panels 
tog using mattress st (see page 143). 

Edging 

Note: If not fomiHar with a single crochet 
(sc), chain stitch (ch) or slip stitch (si 
st), refer to Crochet Class on page 144. 

With RS facing and using A, work 1 rnd sc. 

Work 1 rnd picot crochet as follows: Sc 
in first st, *ch 3, sc in same st, sc in 
next 3 sts; rep from *, ch 3, si st into 
first sc; fasten off. 

Weave in ends. Block lightly. ■ 

On Texture pattern stitch, the 
row placement of the purl 
"dots" does not have to match 
exactly from block to block, 
but there should be at least 
4-6 rows of plain stockinette 
stitch at the beginning and 
end of each block.

Thumb Method Cast-On 

With yarn of choice and appropriate- 
size needle, make a slip knot on 
needle. Wrap yarn around thumb 
(Photo 1). 

Slide needle through loop on thumb 
(Photo 2). 

Repeat until 41 stitches are on 
needle (Photo 3). 



Block Pattern 

Row 1 and all odd-numbered rows

Double decreases are the means by 
which we turn three stitches into 
one. Double decreases enable us 
to knit beyond the basics, help us 
shape garments and create distinctive 
fabrics. They are one of the foundation 
elements of the recent mitered square 
knitting craze. 



Turning Singles 
Into Doubles 

Stitches in the typical raglan 
sweater are decreased away at 
the four seann lines by working an 
ssk followed by a k2tog, perhaps 
separating them with one or two 
plain knit stitches. However, the 
mechanics of knitting also allow 
us several interesting true double 
decreases, where one new stitch is 
formed on three discard stitches. 

One way to accomplish this 
transformation Is simply to 
extend our existing k2tog and ssk 
decreases by one stitch. K2tog 
becomes k3tog (see lower section 
of Photo 1 ), with the left-most 
stitch ending up on top of the pile 
of stitches and thus producing a 
right-slanting double decrease. 
Ssk becomes sssk (see upper 
section of Photo 1 ), with the right- 
most stitch on top and a visual 
slant to the left. In both of these 
cases the stitch on the opposite 
side ends up on the bottom. 



and the second stitch ends up 
sandwiched In the middle. 

Another common left-slanting 
decrease, the sk2p worked by 
slipping 1 stitch, knittting 2 
stitches together then passing 
the slipped stitch over stitch 
resulting from kniting 2 stitches 
together, places the center 
stitch on the bottom, with the 
left stitch in the middle of the 
stack, and the right stitch on top 
creating the slant. It is worked 
by slipping the first stitch as if to 
knit (knitwise), knitting the next 
two stitches together and then 
lifting the slipped stitch over 
the top of the two knit together, 
as when binding off. The new 
stitch springs from the center 
bottom stitch, and so it has a 
somewhat flatter appearance 
than the k3tog and sssk 
decreases (see lower section of 
Photo 2). Since it is quite quick 
and easy to work, it is common 
in lace stitch patterns.

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Center Stage 

Of course there is a way to put that 
center stitch on top of the other two. 
The s2kp2 (sometimes referred to 
as Central Double Decrease or CDD 
is worked by slipping two stitches 
knitwise, as if to knit them together, 
knitting one and then passing the 
two slipped stitches as one unit over 
the top of the knit stitch. When done 
on sequential alternate rows, the 
center stitch ends up having a raised 
appearance, creating a distinct visual 
line (see upper section of Photo 2). 

Mitering Madness 

There has been a spate of recent 
books on modular knitting. Instead 
of working projects in large pieces, 
smaller pieces are knit one at a 
time and joined together in various 
interesting ways. One of the most 
common modular units Is the mitered 
square, worked by combining centered 
double decreases and garter stitch. 

The basic square is created by casting 
on an odd number of stitches, knitting 
all rows and working a double decrease 
on the three middle stitches on 
right-side rows. The double decrease 
removes a stitch from each side of the 
centerline, pulling the work into an L 
shape. As the stitches are decreased 
away, the L gets smaller and smaller 
until the two edge stitches meet (see 
Photo 3). Voila! You have a square. 



A nice edge to the square is created 
by slipping the first stitch of each row 
knitwise on all but the first row and 
purling the last stitch. Working this 
way results in edge stitches which 
span two rows. Since one stitch is as 
wide as two rows are high in garter 
stitch, we can create new modular 
units by picking up one new stitch in 
each slipped edge stitch along the row 
sides of these squares. 

The choice of double decrease 
changes the appearance of the 



centerline on a mitered square. You 
can emphasize that line by purling the 
center stitch on all wrong-side rows 
instead of knitting it. Photo 3 shows 
a mitered square made with CDDs; 
the center stitch was knit on wrong- 
side rows before the green ridge and 
purled on wrong-side rows after It. 

The function of a double decrease 
Is to reduce three stitches to one. 

Each has its own unique appearance. 
Customize your work by choosing the 
one you think looks best! ■

Row11:K7, CDD, k7— 15 sts. 

Row 12 : K6, p3, k6. 

Row 1 3: K6, CDD, k6— 1 3 sts. 

Row 14: K5, p3, k5. 

Row15:K5,CDD, k5— 11 sts. 

Row 16: K4, p3, k4. 

Row 1 7: K4, CDD, k4— 9 sts. 

Row 18: K3, p3, k3. 

Row 19: K3, CDD, k3— 7 sts. 

Row 20 : K2, p3, k2. 

Row 21 : K2, CDD, k2— 5 sts. 
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Row 22: K1, p3, kl. 

Row23:K1,CDD, k1— 3 sts. 

Row 24: P3tog. Fasten off. 

Weave in ends. 

2nd Solid Square 

Hold block with RS facing and first 
solid square toward you.

Traditional quilts were made with 
odds and ends of fabric that were cut 
and pieced together. One of the best- 
known block designs is the Log Cabin. 
It is composed of a center square with 
tiers of rectangular logs built around 
it, a structure that lends itself to 
rhythmic, easy knitting with beautiful 
results. There are endless creative 
possibilities, whether you want to use 
up odds and ends of yarn or start with 
full skeins. 

Basic Log Cabin Block 

To learn the basics of building a Log 
Cabin block, let's knit a Cabin in the 
Cotton block in garter stitch. In this 
pattern, all logs of each tier are worked 
with the same yarn, minimizing the 
number of ends to weave in. Afghan 
fabric should be slightly firmer than 
sweater fabric, so use a smaller needle. 

Garter stitch's magic proportions 
simplify our math: one stitch Is as 
wide as two rows are tall. Cast on 1 0 
stitches using a long-tail cast-on (see 
page 140) or other substantial cast-on, 
and knit 1 9 rows; your work should 
form a square. Bind off LOOSELY 




A Cabin in the Cotton block. The 
center square of a Log Cabin block 
represented the hearth and was 
traditionally worked in red or yellow. 

to the last stitch (a tight bind-off 
will make it difficult to later pick up 
stitches along this edge). Cut the yarn, 
leaving a 6-inch tall, and turn the work 
clockwise 90 degrees. 

The remaining stitch on the needle 
becomes the first stitch of the next 
log and counts as the stitch for the 
first ridge. When turning the work 
clockwise 90 degrees, be careful not 
to twist the square. With Tier 1 yarn. 
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After working the center square, 
tiers of three logs are worked 
one at a time around it. 



pick up and knit nine more stitches 
along the side of the square, one for 
each ridge. The picked-up stitches may 
or may not be exactly at the ridges — 
what is important is that the number 
of stitches be the same and that the 
spacing is roughly the same. Minor 
Inconsistencies are likely to disappear 
after blocking, given the forgiving 
nature of knit fabric. 

You are now ready to knit Log 1 of 




The last loop counts as the first stitch of the new log. The second stitch of the new log picked has been picked up. 

Pick up and knit new stitches between ridges OR 
in the “knot” until you have one stitch per ridge. 
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Tier 1 . With 1 0 stitches on the needle, 
knit nine rows (5 ridges); the RS should 
now be facing you. Bind off to last stitch 
and turn the work clockwise 90 degrees. 

To begin Log 2, pick up and knit four 
additional stitches along the side of 
Log 1 and 10 stitches along the cast- 
on edge of the center square — 1 5 
stitches total. Knit nine rows; bind 
off to last stitch and turn the work 
clockwise 90 degrees. 

Work Log 3 as for Log 2: Pick up 
along the side of Log 2 and the side of 
the center square to 1 5 stitches, and 
knit nine rows before binding off. 

To work Log 4, pick up four additional 
stitches along the side of Log 3, 1 0 
stitches along the bound-off edge of 
the center square, and five stitches 
along the side of Log 1 — 20 stitches 
total. Work as for previous logs. After 
binding off to the last stitch, leave a 
6-Inch tall and cut the working yarn. 

Continue working in tiers, joining 
a new yarn at the start of each tier. 

The number of stitches to pick up 
will increase by five (the number of 
ridges In our logs) every two logs; Just 
remember that with garter stitch you 
pick up one stitch for each ridge and 
one stitch for each bound-off stitch. 

Sunshine & Shadow Blocks 

Another common Log Cabin block 
design divides its logs into light and 
dark sides, representing the play of 
sunshine and shadow across the Log 




For a Sunshine & Shadow block, work Logs 
1 and 2 of each tier in light colors and Logs 
3 and 4 in dark colors (or vice versa). 



Cabin walls. These blocks 
have numerous traditional 
assemblages, depending 
on whether you wish to 
create groupings within 
your afghan or use its full 
size as your canvas. The 
biggest deterrent can be 
the number of yarn ends to 
weave in — so let's weave 
them in as you go. 

Divide your scrap yarns 
into piles of lights and 
darks, and choose a color 
for your center squares. 

Cast on and work Basic 
Log Cabin Block to the first 
yarn change, between the 
center square and Log 1 . 

Insert the right needle Into 
the fabric to pick up the first 
stitch, but before bringing 
the new yarn around, take 
the previous yarn under and 
up and to the right; then 
bring the new yarn across 
previous yarn, wrap the right 
needle and pull through a 
new stitch. 

Insert the right-hand 
needle into the fabric to 
pick up the next stitch, but 
before bringing the new 
yarn around, take the old 
yarn over and down and 
to the right; then bring the 
new yarn across the old, 
wrap the right needle and 
pull through a new stitch. 

Repeat these two 
motions, weaving the yarn 
end up and down until 
approximately 2 inches have 
been woven in. Continue 
picking up, and work return 
row. On the next right-side 
row, work In the same way, 
weaving the tail of the new 
yarn In while knitting across 
the row. When you examine 
the back, the ends should 
have the same appearance 
as when you weave in ends 
with a tapestry needle. 




After bringing the end under and up, hoid the oid yarn 
close to the previous stitch to prevent it from being pulled 
through the fabric when the new stitch is picked up. 




After bringing the end over and down, 
hold the yarn close to the previous stitch to 
prevent it being caught in the new stitch. 
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Small Sunshine & Shadow odds-and-ends blocks, joined with 3-needle bind-off sashing. 




Ways to assemble four Sunshine & Shadow blocks into larger blocks. 
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Continue knitting, changing yarns 
as often as you wish but staying in 
Sunshine & Shadow pattern. Your block 
can contain as many tiers as you wish; 
if you like, you can keep going and 
your afghan can consist of one large 
block. Or make smaller blocks and try 
arranging them in different ways. 

Think also of how you will join them 
together, and how that works with 
your overall design. The play of dark 
and light In traditional assemblages 
like Barn Raising, Light & Dark and 
Straight Furrows are best shown off by 
being Invisibly seamed together. 

Another traditional quilting 
technique, sashing, frames blocks as 
picture frames do photos; knitters can 



pick up stitches, work a few rows, and 
join blocks (and strips of blocks) using 
a 3-needle bind-off (see page 143). 

Getting Creative 

Like circular knitting, the round and 
round motion of Log Cabin knitting 
lends itself to day-dreaming and 
"what-if " moments. What if the entire 
block, with the exception of the pick- 
up and return rows, was worked In the 
same yarn? Or what if the logs were 
worked in different sizes? Or what 
if the tiers were worked in the same 
color, but each log In a different yarn? 

What about stitch patterns other 
than garter? The beauty of garter 
stitch is that its proportions make the 



numbers easy to remember, but with a 
little attention to gauge and the ratio 
of stitches to rows, you can knit Log 
Cabin blocks in any stitch you choose. 
For example, a stockinette stitch 
swatch with a gauge of five stitches 
and seven rows per Inch means you 
pick up five stitches along the side of 
a seven-row log, while continuing to 
pick up one stitch in any bound-off 
stitches. 

There are many online sources of 
inspiration too. Quilting websites 
abound; Pinterest users have pinned 
many a beautiful quilt image, while 
Ravelry gives us access to other 
knitters working Log Cabin style. What 
kind of Log Cabin will you knit up? ■

This texture- and color-rich rug, 




renniniscent of a brick pathway, offers 
an alternative to using the Log Cabin 
method. Instead of picking up stitches, 
sew your pieces "brick-by-brick." 




Using the yarn tails left on the 
pieces, sew pieces together 
either using mattress stitch 
(1 stitch from edge) or by 
sewing one-half stitch in from 
the edge. The former will 
be a stronger join, while the 
latter will have less bulk on 
the wrong side. Ease the long 
side edges of pieces to fit the 
shorter end edges of pieces 
by skipping an occasional 
stitch on the long edge.

in Three 
Easy Steps 



Cables are much easier to knit than 
they appear. There are just three easy 
steps for working a basic cable. 

Step 1: Slide stitches onto a cable 
needle to hold them out of the way 
temporarily. 

Step 2: Work the next stitches on the 
left-hand needle. 

Step 3: Work the stitches from the 
cable needle. 

The pattern will always be specific 
as to how many stitches to slide onto 
the cable needle. It also will tell you 
whether the cable needle is to be held 
in front or in back of the work. This is 
very important because this is what 
causes the cable to twist to the left or 
to the right. Charts make it easy to see 
what the cable should look like — the 
chart symbols look like an actual cable. 
Charts always have a key that explains 
what each symbol means. 

Try this basic 2/2 cable in a swatch. It 
is called a 2/2 cable because 2 stitches 
cross over 2 stitches. The same steps 
are used when 3 stitches cross over 
3 stitches or any number described 
in the instructions. 2/2 LC indicates 
that cable will cross to the left, so the 
stitches on the cable needle are held 
to the front. 2/2 RC indicates that the 
cable will cross to the right, so the 
stitches on the cable needle are held 
to the back. 

You will need knitting needles and 
a cable needle. Cable needles vary in 
length and shape, so experiment with 
different styles to find one that you 
like. Always use a cable needle that is 
smaller in diameter when compared to 
your knitting needles. 

2 over 2 Left-Cross (2/2 LC) Cable 
Rows 1 and 3 (RS): [PI, k1] 6 times, p2, 
k4, p2, [k1, pi] 6 times. 

Rows 2 and 4 (WS): [K1, pi] 5 times, 
p2, k2, p4, k2, p2, [k1, pi] 5 times. 
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Row 5: [PI , k1 ] 6 times, p2, 2/2 LC, p2, 
[k1, pi] 6 times. 

Row 6: Rep Row 2. 

Cast on 32 sts. Work Rows 1 -4, then 
work Row 5 until you get to 2/2 LC. 

To Work the 2/2 LC 

Step 1: Slip 2 stitches onto the cable 
needle purlwise so they don't twist. 
Position the cable needle in front of 
your work. 

Step 2: Knit the next 2 stitches from 
the left-hand needle. Knit the stitches 
firmly so that the stitches don't get 
loose from being stretched. 

Step 3: Knit the 2 stitches from the 
cable needle, again tugging them 
snug just a bit. Continue in pattern 
across the row. 

Finish with Row 6 of the pattern. 

The 2nd version is very similar, 
with only the cable turn being 
worked differently. The cable-turn 
abbreviation is 2/2 RC, which means 
that 2 stitches are crossing to the right 
over 2 stitches. 

2 over 2 Right-Cross (2/2 RC) Cable 
Rows 1 and 3 (RS): [PI , kl ] 6 times, p2, 
k4, p2, [kl, pi] 6 times. 

Rows 2 and 4 (WS): [Kl , pi ] 5 times, 
p2, k2, p4, k2, p2, [kl, pi] 5 times. 

Row 5: [PI , kl ] 6 times, p2, 2/2 RC, p2, 
[kl, pi] 6 times. 

Row 6: Rep Row 2. 

Cast on 32 sts. Work Rows 1 -4, then 
work Row 5 until you get to the 2/2 RC. 

To Work the 2/2 RC 

Step 1: Slip 2 stitches onto the cable 
needle purlwise so they don't twist. 
Position the cable needle in back of 
your work. 

Step 2: Knit the next 2 stitches from 
the left-hand needle. Knit the stitches 
firmly so that the stitches don't get 
loose from being stretched. 

Step 3: Knit the 2 stitches from the 
cable needle, again tugging them 
snug just a bit. Continue in pattern 
across the row. 

Finish with Row 6 of the pattern. ■

Summary: Total of 16 stitches decreased or increased every 22 rows knit. 

Step 7 To make the miter as smooth as possible, alternate the number of stitches to be 
increased or decreased every two rows:

FIGURE 1 
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Mitered squares are commonly knit in 
garter stitch, which involves knitting 
every row, but there might be times 
when you want a mitered item knit 
in stockinette stitch, which involves 
alternating between knitting one row 
and purling one row. Stockinette stitch 
gives a smoother surface than garter 
stitch, takes a little less yarn, and is 
ideal for Items like afghans, baby 
blankets, scarves and place mats. 

Miters made in stockinette stitch 
require a bit more planning than 
miters made in garter stitch because of 
differences in the two stitch patterns. 

The gauge of an item knit in garter 
stitch is likely to have a 1 stitch to 2 
rows ratio, such as 16 stitches and 32 
rows over 4 inches. Decreasing one 
stitch in the middle of a row every two 
rows will result in forming a 45-degree 
miter In the middle of the item, and 
the item will have a square shape. 

The gauge of an item knit in 
stockinette stitch is likely to have a 
very different ratio, such as a 2:3 ratio 
(16 stitches and 24 rows over 4 inches) 
or a 3:4 ratio (18 stitches and 24 rows 
over 4 inches) with many variations. 
When the ratio of stitches to rows Is 
not 1 :2, decreasing one stitch every 
two rows in the middle of the row 
will not result in a 45-degree miter as 
shown in Photo 1. 



Fortunately, there is a way to 
overcome this ratio Issue and achieve a 
45-degree angle in the middle of an item 
regardless of the gauge. Figure 1 shows 
an example of simple steps used to 
determine a correct decrease sequence 
using a gauge of 1 6 stitches and 22 rows 
over 4 inches. The steps Involved might 
look formidable, but they require only 
very basic math skills. 

The decrease sequence determined 
indicates that in some rows you need 
to decrease one stitch In the middle 
of a row, but in other rows you need 
to decrease two stitches, which can 
look a little untidy. A better way to do 
this in stockinette stitch is to knit the 
square using short rows. Short-row 
knitting is used to shape a piece by 
working only partially across a row, 
leaving some stitches unworked, and 
then turning the work and working 
back to the beginning of the row. 

Figure 2 shows how short-row 
decreases can form a triangle, with 
subsequent increases completing the 
triangle and creating a square with 
a miter in the middle. Photo 2 shows 
what happens when the same number 
of stitches as shown in Photo 1 are knit 
using the results of the steps shown 
in Figure l.The shape now is square. 
The two sides can be knit in different 
colors, which presents interesting 
design options.

Once you have determined a short- 
row sequence for a 4-inch square, 
what do you do if you want a 1 6-inch 
pillow? You would cast on the stitches 
needed for the width (1 6 times the 
number of stitches per inch), repeat 
the sequence four times until only 
one stitch remains, and then repeat 
the same sequence with short-row 
increases until all stitches are worked. 

For an even more dramatic project, 
you can use this method to knit a 
small afghan by making four squares 
and then sewing or grafting them 
together; then add a ribbed edging. 

This method would work just as well 
with many other stitch patterns that 
do not have a 1 :2 ratio, such as basket 
weave, slip stitch, lace, cabled projects 
and Fair Isle. Think of the fun you can 
have thinking inside the box! ■

Place the thumb and Index 
finger of your left hand 
between the yarn ends with 
the long yarn end over your 
thumb, and the strand from 
the skein over your index 
finger. Close your other fin- 
gers over the strands to hold 
them against your palm. 

Spread your thumb and 
index fingers apart and draw the yarn 
into a "V." 

Place the needle in front of the strand 
around your thumb and bring it under- 
neath this strand. Carry the needle over 
and under the strand on your index finger. 

Draw through loop on thumb. 

Drop the loop from your thumb and 
draw up the strand to form a stitch on 
the needle. 

Repeat until you have cast on the 
number of stitches indicated in the pat- 
tern. Remember to count the beginning 
slip knot as a stitch.

Projects that incorporate a wide variety of stitches, such as 
basic cables, lace and simple intarsia, as well as knitting in 
the round with double-point needles and more complex 
shaping and finishing. The knitter has the ability to read 
more advanced stitch pattern charts, such as lace and 
cable charts. 

O00O00 MODERATELY CHALLENGING 

Projects that utilize a wide variety of stitches and 
techniques as noted above, as well as short rows and 
methods, such as intarsia and stranded colorwork with 
minimal color changes. 

O00O00 CHALLENGING 



* GUIDELINES ONLY: The above reflect the most commonly used gauges and needle sizes for specific yarn categories. 

** Lace weight yarns are usually knitted on larger needles and hooks to create lacy, openwork patterns. Accordingly, a gauge range is 
difficult to determine. Always follow the gauge stated in your pattern. 



Projects that require a more intuitive understanding of a 
pattern or chart and that also include advanced stitches 
and techniques, as well as more intricate methods, such 
as intarsia, cables, lace and stranded colorwork with 
numerous color changes. Projects in this category may also 
involve advanced shaping and construction techniques. 










Basic Stitches 

Garter Stitch 

On straight needles knit every row. 
When working in the round on circu- 
lar or double-point needles, knit one 
round then purl one round. 

Stockinette Stitch 

On straight needles knit right-side rows 
and purl wrong-side rows. When work- 
ing on circular or double-point needles, 
knit all rounds. 

Reverse Stockinette Stitch 

On straight needles purl right-side 
rows and knit wrong-side rows. On 
circular or double-point needles, purl 
all rounds. 

Ribbing 

Combines knit and purl stitches within 
a row to give stretch to the garment. 
Ribbing is most often used for the lower 
edge of the front and back, the cuffs 
and neck edge of garments. 

The rib pattern is established on the 
first row. On subsequent rows the knit 
stitches are knitted and purl stitches are 
purled to form the ribs. 

Reading Pattern Instructions 

Before beginning a pattern, look 
through it to make sure you are familiar 
with the abbreviations that are used. 

Some patterns may be written for 
more than one size. In this case the 
smallest size is given first and others are 
placed in parentheses. When only one 
number is given, it applies to 
all sizes. 

You may wish to highlight the num- 
bers for the size you are making before 
beginning. It is also helpful to place 
a self-sticking note on the pattern to 
mark any changes made while working 
the pattern. 

Measuring 

To measure pieces, lay them flat on a 
smooth surface. Take the measurement 
in the middle of the piece. For example, 
measure the length to the armhole in 
the center of the front or back piece, 
not along the outer edge where the 
edges tend to curve or roll. 



Gauge 

The single most important factor in 
determining the finished size of a knit 
item Is the gauge. Although not as 
important for flat, one-piece items, it is 
important when making a clothing item 
that needs to fit properly. 

It is important to make a stitch-gauge 
swatch about 4 inches square with 
recommended patterns and needles 
before beginning. 

Measure the swatch. If the number 
of stitches and rows are fewer than 
indicated under "Gauge" in the pattern, 
your needles are too large. Try another 
swatch with smaller-size needles. If the 
number of stitches and rows are more 
than indicated under "Gauge" in the 
pattern, your needles are too small. Try 
another swatch with larger-size needles. 

Continue to adjust needles until 
correct gauge is achieved. 

Working From Charts 

When working with more than one 
color in a row, sometimes a chart is 
provided to follow the pattern. On the 
chart each square represents one stitch. 
A key is given indicating the color or 
stitch represented by each color or 
symbol in the box. 

When working in rows, if a pattern 
starts on a wrong-side row, then these 
will be odd-numbered rows, and even- 
numbered rows will be right-side rows. 

When working in rounds, every row 
on the chart Is a right-side row, and is 
read from right to left. 

Use of Zero 

In patterns that include various sizes, 
zeros are sometimes necessary. For 
example, kO (0,1) means if you are mak- 
ing the smallest or middle size, you 
would do nothing, and If you are mak- 
ing the largest size, you would kl .

bind off— used to finish an edge 
cast on — process of making foundation 
stitches used in knitting 
decrease — means of reducing the 
number of stitches in a row 
increase — means of adding to the

pattern as established without working 
any increases or decreases 
work in pattern as established — con- 
tinue to work following the pattern 
stitch as it has been set up or estab- 
lished on the needle, working any 
increases or decreases in such a way 
that the established pattern remains 
the same 

yarn over — method of increasing by 
wrapping the yarn over the right needle 
without working a stitch

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Backward-Loop Cast-On 

This is the first cast-on that many knit- 
ters learn. It's very easy to do, but the 
first row is a little challenging to work. 
It's a handy one to use If you need to 
cast on stitches at the beginning or end 
of a row. 

Step 1: 

Pick up the working yarn with your left 
hand to create a loop. 




Step 2: 

Twist the loop around a half turn to the 
right, until it crosses over Itself. 

Step 3: 

Put the loop on the needle and pull the 
working yarn to tighten. 



Mattress Stitch 

This type of seam may be used for 
vertical seams (like side seams). It is 
worked with the right sides of the 
pieces facing you making It easier to 
match stitches for stripe patterns. It Is 
worked between the first and second 
stitch at the edge of the piece and 
works best when the first stitch is a 
selvage stitch. 

To work this seam, thread a tapes- 
try needle with matching yarn. Insert 
the needle into one corner of work 
from back to front, just above the 
cast-on stitch, leaving a 3-inch tail. 
Take needle to edge of other piece 
and bring it from back to front at the 
corner of this piece. 

Return to the first piece and insert 
the needle from the right to wrong 
side where the thread comes out of the 
piece. Slip the needle upward under 
two horizontal threads and bring the 
needle through to the right side. 

Cross to the other slde and repeat the 
same process, going down where you 
came out, under two threads and up. 



3-Needle Bind-Off 

Use this technique for seaming 
two edges together, such as when 
joining a shoulder seam. Hold 
the edgestitches on two separate 
needles with right sides together. 

With a third needle, knit together 
a stitch from the front needle with 
one from the back. 

Repeat, knitting 
a stitch from the 
front needle with 
one from the back 
needle once more. 

Slip the first 
stitch over the 
second. 

Repeat knitting, 
a front and back 
pair of stitches 
together, then 
bind one off. 




Single-Knot Fringe 

Hold specified number of strands for one 
knot of fringe together, and then fold in 
half. Hold project with right side facing 
you. Use crochet hook to draw folded 
end through space or stitch from right to 
wrong side (Figures 1 
and 2), pull loose ends through folded 
section (Figure 3) and draw knot up 
firmly (Figure 4). Space knots as Indicated 
in pattern instructions. 




Continue working back and forth on 
the two pieces In the same manner for 
about an Inch, then gently pull on the 
thread pulling the two pieces together. 

Complete the seam and fasten off. 

Use the beginning tall to even-up 
the lower edge by working a figure-8 
between the cast-on stitches at the 
corners. Insert the threaded needle 
from front to back 
under both threads 
of the corner cast-on 
stitch on the edge 
opposite the tail, 
then into the same 
stitch on the first 
edge. Pull gently until 
the "8" fills the gap. 

When a project is 
made with a textured 
yarn that will not 
pull easily through 
the pieces. It is rec- 
ommended that a 
smooth yarn of the 
same color be used 
to work the seam.

Pick Up & Knit 




Step 1 : 

With right side facing, working 1 st in 
from edge, insert tip of needle in space 
between first and second stitch. 



Wrap yarn around 
needle. 

Step 3: 

Pull loop 
through to front. 
Step 4: 

Repeat Steps 
1-3.

Kitchener Stitch 

This method of weaving with two 
needles is used for the toes of socks and 
flat seams. To weave the edges together 
and form an unbroken line of stockinette 
stitch, divide all stitches evenly onto two 
knitting needles — one behind the other. 
Thread yarn into tapestry needle. Hold 
needles with wrong sides together and 
work from right to left as follows: 

Step 1 : 

Insert tapestry nee- 
dle into first stitch 
on front needle as 
to purl. Draw yarn 
through stitch, leav- 
ing stitch on knit- 
ting needle. 

Step 2: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the first 
stitch on the back 
needle as to purl. 

Draw yarn through 
stitch and slip stitch 
off knitting needle. 

Step 3: 

Insert tapestry 
needle Into the 
next stitch on same 
(back) needle as to 
knit, leaving stitch 
on knitting needle. 

Step 4: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the first 
stitch on the front 
needle as to knit. 

Draw yarn through 
stitch and slip 
stitch off knitting 
needle. 

Step 5: 

Insert tapestry 
needle into the 
next stitch on same 
(front) needle as to 
purl. Draw yarn through stitch, leaving 
stitch on knitting needle. 

Repeat Steps 2 through 5 until one 
stitch is left on each needle. Then 
repeat Steps 2 and 4. Fasten off. Woven 
stitches should be the same size as 
adjacent knitted stitches. 



Crochet Abbreviations 

ch chain stitch 

sc single crochet 

si St slip stitch 

yo yarn over 

Chain (ch) 

Yarn over, pull through loop on hook. 




Back Bar of Chain 




Slip Stitch (si St) 

Insert hook under both loops of the 
stitch, bring yarn over the hook from 
back to front and draw it through the 
stitch and the loop on the hook. 




Single Crochet (sc) 

Insert the hook in the second chain 
through the center of the V. Bring the 
yarn over the hook from back to front. 

Draw the yarn through the chain 
stitch and onto the hook. 

Again bring yarn over the hook from 
back to front and draw it through both 
loops on hook. 

For additional 
rows of single 
crochet, insert 
the hook under 
both loops of 
the previous 
stitch instead 
of through the 
center of the V 
as when work- 
ing into the 
chain stitch.
